A TiSST OF PBOSPKRITY. 


The prices of commodities for sev- 


eral years past have been below the 
average. Beef was low, wool was low, 
and almost every other product was 
low under the McKinley Act, as they 
were under the more recent Wilson 
Act. Last rear there was u decided ad- 
vance in the pi ice of beef, which at 
one time was so high in Eastern cities 
that the poorer classes could not afford 
to buy it and the price was reduced 
when the demand ceased. The prices 
of beef and wool, and of wheat, unless 
they are staple, do not indicate gen- 
eral prosperity. When the country is 
prosperous there is work for all at fair 
wages. Does such a condition exist at 
present in this State or on this Coast, 
notwithstanding the rush to Klondike 
caused a scarcity in the labor market ? 
If it does not then prosperity is not 
geneial, though a few persons in favor- 
ed industries may count theii pioflts 
by tens of thousands or even millions. 
Who in Nevada 01 in California is re- 
ceiving higher wages than were paid a 
year ago ? Where is there a broader 
field for labor to-day than in 1896 ? Do 
the assessment rolls of the several 
counties, which are now being made 
up, show any appreciable increase in 
the value of property ? II' they do 
then the favored few are not endeavoi- 
iiig to evnde the Assessor and if they 
employ more man and pay better wages 
than heietofore, it indicates that they 
are disposed to share their prosperity 
with others, and let the wave extend to 
all.

CAUSES OF DISCONTENT. 


Professor Boss of Stanford University 


has been lecturing on the causes of in- 
dubtrial discontent. He assigned among 
the prominent causes the disappear- 
ance of free land, the dependence of 
the laboring man upon his employer 
for the chance to earn a living, and the 
breaking down of competition in many 
lines of industry, in consequence of 
which a favored few are enabled to dis- 
pose of thoir products at monopoly 
prices, though getting other people's 
products at competitive prices. 


Professor Boss occupies the Chair of 


Sociology at Stanford. 
He studies 


questions relating to political economy 
from a scientific standpoint, not for 
the purposes of advancing the interest 
of party. Ha flnds that there is dis- 
content among the masses and that one 
of the causes of this discontent is that 
a favored few can dispose of their pro- 
ducts at monopoly prices, while they 
can purchase the products of those 
who are not favored at competitive 
prices. A few men get rich, but the 
majority get poor, and, as is quite 
natural under such conditions, very 
much dissatisfaction prevails.

A HOTEL IN TWO TOWNS. 


I( One Town Gocx Dry tlite Bar Can 


De Moved Into the Other Town. 
In selecting the site for the Grand 


hotel in the Catskills, on the top of 
Pine Hill mountain, the owners evi- 
dently had in mind the vagaries of the 
excise Vote. It is not generally known 
that the Grand hotel stands on the boun- 
dary line of Ulster and Delaware coun- 
ties, the boundary line passing almost 
through the middle of the hotel build- 
ing. The hotel therefore is in the town- 
ship of Shandaken, Ulster county, and 
in the township of Middletown, Dela- 
ware county. Should Shandaken go 
dry, the hotel bar could Ibe moved to 
Middletrron, find vice versa. Advantage 
has been taken of this fact by the ho- 
tel owners to keep down the assess- 
ment, says the New York Sun. 


The assessors of Shandaken placed a 


valuation on the property of $50,000, 
lout agreed to assess it for only $25,000 
if the hotel would remain in that town- 
ship.

A Supremo Court Decision of Interest 


to the Public, 


In th? case of Lyon county, respond- 


ent, vs. Delia Ross, appellant, the Su- 
preme Court has filed an opinion of 
general interest. The undisputed and 
material facts in the case are that cer- 
tain property in Lyon county was sold 
for taxes and bid in for Lyon county 
at a delinquent tax sale in January, 
1894. 
The property was not redeemed 


and the proper conveyance thorofor 
was made to the Treasurer of Lyon 
county; that the assessed value of the 
property in 1893 was $1,500; that iu 
September, 1894, tho Board of Com- 
missioners of Lyon countr by au or- 
der, which is of record, directed the 
Treasurer of said county to convey 
said property by deed to the appollent 
for the sum of the delinquent taxes 
and costs, amounting in the agRregate 
to $42 72; that the sale was not made 
at public auction, nor any notice given 
that a, sale of the property would be 
made. 


Upon these facts the District Court 


tield that the deed of the Treasurer to 
the appellant was executed without 
authority of law and was, therefore, 
void. 
Was the sale and conveyance 


under the facts stated authorized by 
law ? is, the Coart says, the only ques- 
tion to be determined. 


The Court says tha Act to Create a 


Board of County Commissioners and 
;o define their duties and powers, pro- 
vides that the board shall have power 
io sell at public auction at the Court 
House, after at least thirty days notice 
In the same manner as required by 
aw for the sale of like property under 
execution) and cause to be conveyed 
any property belonging to the county, 
appropriating the proceeds of such 
sale to the use of the same. 


An act approved March 6, 1893, pro- 


vides that when the county shall have 
come into possession of a doed to any 
property of an assessed value of leas 
,han $100, the Board of County Com- 
missioners may, by an order entered 
upon the records of the board, direct 
the Treasurer to sell such property, 
srovided, that notice of such sals shall 
ba posted in three public places in the 
county, including one at the Court 
louse and one on the property to be 
sold, for a period of not less than 
twenty days prior to the day of sale. 
Cha Court holds that as the assessed 
value of the property in controversy 
a more than $100 rhe Act of 1893 can- 
not be applied in the case. 


The Court in discussing the provis- 
oes of Section 1,919 of the General 
Statutes says: 
"The powers of Com- 


missioners and the mode of exercising 
them, being derived from the statute, 
must necessarily depend upon its true 
construction. 
Tho restrictive provis- 


ons of the statute were evidently in- 
serted for the protection and benefit of 
the public and were intended to guard 
against favoritism, extravagance or 
arruption in tho letting of contracts 
'01 any public work. 
When tho Com- 


miasionars act under such authority 
,hey must strictly follow all the con- 
ditions under which tho authority is 
given. 
The law is well settled that 


3ounty Commissioners can only exar- 
liae such powers as ara especially 
granted, or aa may be necessarily in- 
cidental for the puipoBo of carrying 
such powers into effect; and when the 
law prescribes the mode which they 
must pursue, in the exercise of these 
powers, it excludes all modes of pro- 
cedure."
